So fur M nature'* resources and 


natural coadif ions ave concerned, there 
is BO reaion why Nevada eboald 
not be the greatest sugar producer of 
any State in the Union. There are 
thooeandB upon thoatande of acres of 
oncnltirated and unoccupied land in 
the State which would produce larger 
crops of the beet root than is harvested 
ia the most productive sections in 
California, or any other State where 
the vegetable ia oultivated. Experi- 
ments in different parts of Nevada 
have proven this fact beyond the pos- 
sibility of doubt. Not only larger 
in quantity, but a better quality of the 
root for sugar making, can be produced 
on land which is unfit for other agri- 
cultural purposes, as soil impregnated 
with a considerable amount of alkaline 
substance does not affect detriment- 
ally the growth or quality of this par- 
ticular vegetable. Analytical experi- 
ments show conclusively that the Ne- 
vada beet contains a 
considerably 


larger amount of saccharine substance 
than that grown in any other section 
Of the country, and tests have been 
made from them all. 


The JOURNAL is reliably informed 


that as high as four and five dollars 
per acre in rental is paid for land for 
bset raising purpose in California, 
where the product can be transported 
at smsll cost to the sugar manufac- 
tories. 
Land equally good, if not 


better, can be purchased in Nevada at 
government price, and yet not an acre 
is utilized for that purpose, for the 
excellent reason that there is no man- 
ufactory in the State to create a mar- 
ket fer the product. 


With land to be had almost for the 


asking, of better quality and producing 
a better material for sugar making, 
does it not appear strange that the at- 
tention of capital has not been at- 
tracted to a section where nature has 
been so bountiful in her provisions for 
profitable investment in that kind of 
enterpriser The reason is a simple 
•ne and easily understood. Discrimina- 
tion inimiccl to the State, in the mat- 
ter of transportation of freight by the 
Southern Facifio railroad company i« 
the sole cause. A Nevada manufactory 
eould not successfully compete with 
those of other States when it would 
cost it nearly double the amount to 
get its commodety to market 
It 


could not even supply the home de- 
mand for our 40,000 population, for 
the local freight charges would be 
greater than those for a "long haul" 
and consumers could get their sweet- 
ening stuff cheaper from the east or 
west than a home factory, from which 
it had to be transported by rail. 


There is no use talking of establish- 


ing the beet sugar industry in Nevada, 
until the Southern Paoifio releases ite 
grasp upon oar throats, or until a com- 
peting road comes to our rescue. 
With an equal show in the matter of 
transportation, in less than three years 
there would be a sugar manufactory 
established at half a dozen different 
points in the State, giving employment 
to a large number of men, and render- 
ing productive and profitable, thous- 
ands of our now uncultivated acres. 


OF SENATE BILt HO. 76; 


The Appeal ot yesterday contains a 


long communication from Nate Roff, 
partly in relation to tbe gubernatorial 
veto of the Constitutional Conven- 
tional bill. The greater part of the 
letter ia disconnected with the veto 
matter, bat the legislative history of 
tbe bill is given and the writer ex- 
presses hie opinion that the Governor 
was justifiable ia vetoing it. He does 
not, however, deny tbe main and only 
essential fact, that the bill passed both 
bouses by constitutional majorities, 
but bases his justification npon the ir- 
regularity of tbe proceedings in pass- 
ing it. Tbe principal point appears to 
be that the bill was npon motion, 
"taken up out of order," instead ot 
upon motion to reconsider. Mr. Roff 
exonerates the clerks from all blame, 
and justly so, as they should not be 
held responsible for the irregular pro- 
ceedings in either of the houses. We 
can discern nothing, however, ia such 
irregularity as would justify the Gov 
ernor in disapproving the bill upon 
that ground, as the President of the 
Senate and Speaker of the Assembly 
certified that it had passed by consti- 
tutional majorities the houses over 
which they respectfully presided. Mr. 
KoflPi statement concerning the pro- 
ceed tog* is doubtless correct, but it 
sheds little, if any, new light npon tbe 
subject, and will cause, in our opinion, 
no change in the sentiments of the 
people concerning the reasons which 
led to such disastrous result.

gratification that the Governor has 
found a candidate in Sam Davis for a 
position which the Report declined— 
that of apologist for bis excellency. 
But the Virginia paper spoils it all by 
impertinently asking who is to apolo- 
gize for Sam. 


A "BACK MJMBKB," INDEED? 


The wish is father to tbe tbungbt 


with those who profess to believe that 
Bryan is a back number. His name is 
on tbe tongues of more people in the 
United States to-day than ever before, 
not excepting those ot Dewey and 
other heroes of the late war. He is 
most frequently mentioned by tbe press 
Of all parties, and the pains taken to 
belittle him by the gold standard 
papsrs is sufficient evidence of the 
dread they entertain of bis candidacy 
ia 1900. Bryan is a man who wears 
well with the people and tbe more they 
see and bear of him the more they ad 
mire him. As a defeated candidate he 
acids intact tbe respect and admira- 
tion of bis former supporters, while 
every day be is adding to his 8,510,000 
list of political friends from the ele- 
ment which was deluded by false 
promises into the support of MoKinley 
in 1896. Tae new issues which have 


^arisen from the Spanish war he has 


"met with promptness and decision, 
and his expressions and opinions have 
treater weight and influence with the 
people than the words and acts of the 
man who occupies the place to which 
he aspired, and who inaugurated and 
conducted tbe strife as the chief ex- 
eontive of the nation. By hie efforts 
the financial question was keet on the 
surface and its volos was cot for a 
Bomsat drowned by the clashing of 
arms or the patriotic hnzsas for the 
aoheivers of our glorious victories. He 
is the greatest moulder of public 
opinion in the country to-day, and the 
most prominent political figure of the 
nation, and will so remain during bis 
generation whatever the results of 
future Presidential elections may be.

Blueneas Implies 
purity, since the natural color of water 
is blue. A green lake has its water 
slightly clouded with impurities, which 
may be exceedingly fine particles, sep- 
arately invisible. Professor Spring of the 
University of Liege tays that green 
lakes sometimes become absolutely col- 
orless for a time, and he has found that 
this sudden change of hue is due to the 
washing into the lakes of mud colored 
red by oxide of iron. Bed is comple- 
mentary to green, and the result of the 
mixture is that the green color of the 
water becomes for the time neutralized. 


Carious lutlllin Custom, 


A cnrlons custom prevails among the 


lowest classes of southern India for ob- 
taining rain in times of drought. A 
gigantic figure of a woman ia stretched 
to its full length on its back on an open, 
very low four wheeled carriage, and the 
carriage is dragged round the streets, 
the Indian peasantry accompanying It 
with the deafening noise of their tom- 
toms, drums and bugles. The custom is 
explained by the popular notion that 
the figure on the cart represents the 
wife of Varnna, the god of rain, and 
that when he sees hia favorite wife 
dragged ruthlessly along the streets he 
sends down torrents of rain to wreak 
his vengeance.

Dtckens ia responsible for a most en- 


tertaining gallery of rogues. Qnilp (the 
distorted dwarf) and Rogue Biderhood 
(the ruffian) alike terminate their ex- 
istence in a watery grave 
Ralph 


Nickleby, Qashford and Jonas Chnzzle- 
wit take their own lives, while Uriah 
Beep, Sqneers and Littimer leave their 
ronntry for their country's good in 
garbs gratuitously provided by govern- 
ment and freely embossed with "broad 
arrows," 


Perhaps the most grewsome of Dick- 


ens' death scenes is that provided by 
the face of the ever smiling Carker, into 
which the irresistible locomotive is im- 
pressed, probably for the first time in 
the history of fiction. 


Scott's villains most frequently meet 


with violent deaths at the hands of oth- 
ers, often their accomplices, or commit 
suicide on the eve of discovery and dis- 
grace. But the sensation lover has 
nevertheless been catered for in the 
death of Anthony Foster, the accom- 
plice of the poisoner Richard Varney. 
This miserable wretch is depicted as 
hiding from his pursuers in a secret 
cell. The entrance to this is fastened 
by means of a spring lock, of which, 
however, he omits to retain the key, 
with the consequence that he eventually 
perishes miserably of mingled fear and 
famine. 


Lytton's "Night and Morning" gives 


us the coiner Gawtrey, who meets his 
fate at the hands of the Paris police, 
from whom he is attempting to escape 
when a pistol shot drops him over the 
ride of a house to perish miserably. 
This idea of falling from a height is by 
no means confined to Lytton. It is util- 
ized by Anthony Hope in "Phroso" 
and by Stanley Weyman in "Under the 
Red Robe," where the villain and his 
victim fall from a lofty bridge into a 
seething torrent below. In this way, 
too, Conan Doyle killed the immortal 
Sherlock Holmes, who, fast locked la a 
struggle with "the greatest villain of 
them all," falls over an Alpine preci- 
pice. 


Wilkie Colling brings his principal 


villain, the double faced, calculating 
Count Fcsco, to an ignoble end, he dis- 
appearing for a time, only to reappear 
upon the ghastly shelves of the Paris 


( morgue. A still more ghastly fate la 
| that of the she fiend, Gagool, immortal- 


ized by Rider Haggard in "King Solo- 
mon's Mines." 
Having conducted 


Quatermain, Curtis and party into 
that celebrated monarch's rock hewn 
treasury, which ia guarded by a pon- 
derous rising door of living rock, she 
touches a secret spring, by means of 
which the door begins once more to de- 
scend with a slow but irresistible mo- 
tion. 


While the Englishmen are eking np 


the jewelry she makes off through the 
rapidly lessening aperture. Her progress 
la temporarily arrested by the unfortu- 
nate girl Foukta, whom she stabs in 
order to free herself. Hurriedly scram- 
bling over the threshold, she is caught 
by the inexorable force which she has 
herself put in motion, and a realistic- 
ally dramatic "scrunch" pnta an end 
forever to the machinations of this 
trnly horrible old woman. 


Svengali, like Scott's Templar in 


"Ivanhoe,' 
dies from an excessive 


mental strain acting upon the heart, 
while, to hark back to the days of the 
bluff Doctor of Fleet Street, the gentle, 
genial hearted Goldsmith is contented 
to reform the rakish Squire Thornhil] 
in order that he may at last become the 
exemplary spouse of the gentle Olivia, 
around whom he wove that entrancing- 
ly simple narrative, "The Vicar of 
Wakefield." 


Finally, the palm for "writing lurid' 


may fairly be accorded Harrison Ains- 
worth for his thrilling disposal of the 
two ghoulish wretches who haunt the 
pages of his celebrated novel, "Old 
Saint Paul's.'' The creatures who bat- 
tened upon the spoils of the dead and 
dying during the great plague were 
wont to stow their ill gotten gains in 
one of the cathedral vaults.
